FABIAN SOCIALISM 
The term, Fabian Socialism, Was used; during 
tbe recent campaign and a number of readers 
have written to ask what it means. 
The Fabian Society started as a loose, dis­ 
cussion group in England in 189 3 but the name 
was adopted by the group later. It means, in ef­ 
fect, slow Socialism. Herbert Hoover gave it the 
better description of creeping Socialism. The name 
came from the Roman General Quintus Fabius 
Maximus whose stralegy in the w ar against C ar­ 
thage was to go slow, to thwart the enemy and 
thus to wear him down, to tire him. to deteal 
him by attrition. It is Socialism by trickery ra th ­ 
er than by frontal attack. It is Socialism by dis­ 
guise. by masquerade rather than by revolution. 
Among the leading Fabians were George Ber­ 
nard Shaw, Sidney and Beatrice Webb, H. G. 
Wells. Havelock Ellis. Sidney Webb once wrote of 
his group: 
The Society exercises a considerable 
influence, more real than apparent, by the per­ 
sonal participation of its members in nearly all 
reform movements, as well as by their work at the 
Universities and in the fields of journalism and 
the teaching of Political Economy. It is. hot. how­ 
ever. a numerous body, and makes no attem pt 
to increase its numbers beyond a convenient 
limit.” 
John Maynard Keynes, a leading Fabian, came 
to the United States during the Roosevelt Admini­ 
stration and established himself in this country 
as a prophet whose word somehow was to be 
accepted as coming directly from Heaven. Key­ 
nesian Economics dominated the thinking ol the 
Roosevelt 
Administration, 
found 
its 
place 
in 
American universities, particularly Harvard, and 
was subconsciously accepted by many American 
bankers who did not understand its purport. 
I recall that several years ago an editor ques­ 
tioned my use of the term Keynesian Economics 
which he had never known before. Nevertheless, 
it is Keynesian Economics based on Fabian So­ 
cialism which is today taught 
in the leading 
American universities and is making a deep im­ 
pression on the younger generations. No single 
person has influenced thinking and action in the 
field of economics during the past half century as 
has John Maynard Keynes who convinced many 
politicians, bankers and 
businessmen 
that 
his 
ideas 
formed 
a 
realistic 
answer 
to 
Russian 
Marxism. 
Some 
Americans did 
not 
recognize 
Fabian Socialism as a step toward the Marxian 
Revolution. Every Fabian, from Sidney Webb on, 
was and is a Marxist, modified only as to pace. 
John Maynard Keynes, the son of a Cam ­ 
bridge professor of economics, became a Fabian 
while a student at Cambridge University. He was 
a radical, who opposed the private enterprise 
system, the religious connections of Cambridge 
and parliamentarianism. Nevertheless, he joined 
the Liberal Party, a characteristic of the Fabians 
which in this country is continued by the A.D.A.; 
that is to infiltrate and permeate the existing 
political parties and to go by affiliations other 
than Socialist. 
It was after World W ar 1. during which hr 
was a concientious objector, that Keynes wrote 
his masterwork. ‘‘The 
Economic Consequences 
of the Peace,” which became the guide for those 
who belied that World W ar I ushered in a new 
period lor mankind. In a subsequent work, lie 
said: 
” . . . The battle of Socialism against unlimi­ 
ted private profit is being won in detail hour by 
hour.” 
The Fabians differ from the Communists in 
many respects, but essentially in timing. The 
Fabians, in effect, believe that instead of employ­ 
ing revolutionary means, violent means, they ran 
argue and even trick mankind into accepting

of Keynes sodnd like Socialism, look like Social­ 
ism, act like Socialism, they are not Socialists 
in fact. If is difficult to follow theii reasoning 
because the essence of his doctrine is that the 
capitalist process must he completely regulated 
and controlled by the State. Thus the State 
rather than the individual becomes paramount 
and the State regulates its people by controlling 
their income, their expenditures, their savings. 
The phrase, control from the cradle to the grave, 
fits Keynes’s ideas completely. The Communists 
substitute ‘ownership” for "control.” 
It is likely that Fabian Socialism and Keynesi­ 
an Economics will be discussed olten during the 
next four years. An interesting pamphlet on the 
subject, "Keynes at Harvard,” has been issued bv 
the Veritas Foundation, P. O. Rox 340, Wall 
Street, New Yoik 5, New York.

For some time now the Com-

The 19 60-61 citrus fruit sea­ 
son has started. Look for slight­ 
ly higher prices for citrus. Prices 
for early oranges, and for grape­

As har­ 
vest progresses and the volume 
of m arketings increases, prices 
should decline. Yet shoppers may 
find that fresh citrus fruit prices 
will persist at levels higher than

about eq ual last y ear. Because of 
the delay in harvest, m arketing 
seasons for fresh citrus 
fruits
